TOKYO, Nov. 29—4U.P)—The 
Communists Thursday renewed 
their demands for immediate 
withdrawal of all foreign troops 
from Korea, and the _ Allies 
charged them with “mixing up a 
peace treaty with an armistice.” 

The delegates already were 
threatened with a deadlock on 
means of safeguarding a Korean 
armistice once one is signed, and‘ 
the Communist insistence on dis- 
cussing withdrawal of foreign 
troops complicated the delicate 
issue. 

Vice Adm. C. Turner Joy, the 
senior Allied truce delegate said 
most of Thursday’s’ discussion 
centered on the UN plan for 
freezing armed strength of both 
sides following an armistice—a 
point already rejected by the 
Communists. 

“The Commies continued to in- 
sist that the only real safeguard 
against resumption of hostilities 
is the withdrawal of foreign 
troops,” Joy said. 

The Communists also have re- 
jected a UN proposal for send- 
ing inspection teams to all parts 
of Korea to see that provisions 
of an armistice are carried out 
by both sides.

The steel case, now in the 
bargaining stage in Pittsburgh, is 
regarded as the key to.the future 
of wage stabilization because of 
its bellwether reputation and the 
fact that steel union spokesmen 
have indicated they will push for 
increases that will strain wage 
board regulations. 

The $1.79, although including 
night shift premiums, meets the 
Wage Board’s definition of straight 
time average hourly earnings. The 
board’s principal regulations per- 
mit an increase of 10 per cent 
over the January, 1950, straight 


time average hourly earnings, and 


cost of living increases from Jan- 
uary, 1951, at the rate of 1 per 
cent in wage rates for each 1 per 
cent change in the consumers’ 
price index. 

The United Steelworkers re- 
ceived the 10 per cent for 1950 in 
their settlement last December. 
The retail price rise since Jan- 
uary, 1951, is 3.4 per cent, which 
means the steel workers would 
be permitted an increase of not 
less than 6 cents an hour under 
the board’s cost-of-living policy. 
A month from now that may be 7 
cents. 

However, the board’s regula- 
tions provide for exceptions. For 
examrpde, the wage board might 
permit steel to measure the price 
rise from October, 1950, without 
actually changing the regulations. 
The price rise since that date has 
been 7.4 per cent, permitting a 
steel rise of more than 13 cents 
an hour.

An Old Soldier’s Speech 
Not in Line of Duty 


If any man was ever entitled to wear with 
honor the uniform of the United States Army, 
that man is Douglas MacArthur. He has served 
his country with great gallantry and distinction 
as a soldier. 

We do not believe, however, that the uniform 
of the United States Army is properly used when 
it is worn on the occasion of the delivery of such 
an openly political and partisan address as that 
delivered by General MacArthur in Seattle—an 
address in which he called upon the voters to 
turn the present Administration out of office. 

General MacArthur has strong convictions on 
many public questions. No one questions his 
right to express them. Open to serious question, 
however, is the propriety of involving the uni- 
form of the American soldier in proceedings as 
remote from soldierly duty as was the speech 
made at Seattle.

Race Problem Prevents Effective Protest 


On Truman’s Fair Deal, Georgian Says 


Demorest—The principal rea- 
son for the protest against the 
Fair Deal on the part of the 
South is the Truman program 
with regard to race. Yet it is 
this very problem, that of race, 
which prohibits a_ successful 
protest. 

If ever the Southern states 
become divided on a general lib- 
eral-conservative relationship, 
as is the case in the two-party 
setup of the North, the vote of 
the Negro will suddenly be- 
come strategic. As was the 
case.at the turn of the century 
at the time of the Populist re- 
volt, a two-party system in the 
South will prove to be impos- 
sible on a permanent basis un- 
less the Southern attitude 
toward race is changed. One 
big white party is the only way 


to achieve white political domi- 
nation. 

To have even a chance of 
success in the North the Demo- 
cratic Party must pose as the 
liberal party and the champion 
of the oppressed. This means 
things like FEPC are inevitable. 
Whether Harry Truman, a good 
Missouri Baptist, actually be- 
lieves what he says about FEPC 
is questionable. But he is poli- 
tician enough to know that he 
must support it to carry the 
states north of the Mason and 
Dixon Line. 


The Southerners most vocal 
in their recent attacks upon the 
Truman administration are rel- 
atively conservative on the 
whole. Though they use the

Milk Producers 


Plan to Organize 


J. Mac Jordan'was a banker at Macon. That 


is dignified, 


capitalistic venture. 


Mr. Jordan 


quit the banking field to become a dairy farmer. 


Listen to him holler now: 


“We milk producers must organize! 


Let’s 


pattern an organization after the labor unions, big slush fund and 


all. We won't cut anybody’s throat. 


If we had a powerful organi- 


zation though, its board of directors could sit down across the table 


from distributors and work out a fair price for our milk. 


Then 


we'd get a fair share of the milk dollar. We are not getting it now.” 


That shows the limits to 
which the hard life of dairy 
farming in Georgia will drive 
even a conservative person. 
Jordan, who was firing up the 
milk producers’ meeting at the 
State Capitol Tuesday, had his 
banking spirit outraged by the 
low returns from the invest- 
ments in the milk business. 

“The average dairy farmer 
has $30,000 invested in cows 
and equipment,” he declared. 
“Yet he gets only $30 a week 
from this big investment, plus 
all the overtime he works.” 


Jordan figured the consum- 
er’s milk dollar is divided 60 
per cent to the producer and 
40 per cent to the distributor. 
That didn’t seem right to him. 
He said the investment in the 
milk industry is divided about 
75 per cent by the producer 
and 25 per cent by the dis- 
tributor., 


A former New York dairy- 
man who came to Georgia to 
join the growing dairy business 
made this observation: “A milk 
producer is the only business- 
man who buys on the retail 
market and sells on the whole- 
sale market. You can't stay 
in business that way.” He sug- 
gested that the producers or- 
ganize so they can buy feed 
wholesale. 

The milk producers are or- 


ganizing to protect themselves' 


now that the Supreme Court 
has nullified the Milk Control 
Board’s price-fixing powers. 
The producers fear a milk war 
by distributors will cut the 
price paid the farmer so low 
that the farmer will sell his 
milch cows for beef. 

The producers want the Leg- 
islature temporarily to set an 
emergency price to protect the 
producers. In the meantime, 
the producers will be perfect- 


ing a strong state-wide organi- 
zation to see that the farmers 
get enough for their milk. They 
will be looking out only for the 
producers and not the distribu- 
tors. They pointed out that the 
Georgia Dairymen’s Association 
is dominated by the distributors. 

Jordan’s statement shows 
many producers were not satis- 
fied with the Milk Control 
Board. The Crisp County pro- 
ducers association felt that the 
“board has been helpful at 
times and also a_ hindrance,” 
particularly insofar as surplus 
milk prices were 
Producer William D. Usry of 
McDuffie County suggested that 
the farmers forget the board 
and use the money they have 
been contributing to the board 
for their own association, which 
would give the producers bet- 
ter protection. 

Farmers won't solve the milk 
problem by killing their milch 
cows for beef, producer James 
Hart of Sumter County said. 
They would be “just walking 
out like the Russians on the 
UN.” Emergency legislation 
won't solve the problem either, 
he added. The permanent solu- 
tion is a producers’ organization. 

Former Sen. J. K. Zeliner, 
who called the meeting, put: the 
matter to them like this: 
body is going to fix the price 
of milk. It can be someone else. 
Or it can be you.” 

In all the consumer com- 
plaints over milk prices there 
has been little opposition to the 
amount the farmer receives. 
Criticism has been leveled at 
the “middle man”—the distrib- 
utor. Georgia farmers, who 
have millions of dollars in- 
vested in the growing dairy 
business, should have banded 
together long ago to protect 
their prices and develop the in- 
dustry.

Labor learned the hard way, at considerable expense in 


time, energy and money, certain basic lessons in political activity. 


“I’m not sure but that the 
whole campaign against me 
didn’t make more votes for me 
than against me,” Senator Taft 
told the Senate subcommittee, 
which is inquiring into the 1950 
Ohio senatorial contest. 


What happened was that 
Bob Taft was able to become 
a martyr through skillful ex- 
ploitation by himself and his 
campaign managers of all the 
threats made against him by 
labor beginning many months 
before, their repeated and ex- 
aggerated announcements of 
the huge campaign fund they 
were raising, and their boasts 
of how they were going to 
defeat him. Some of the last 
sounded absurd when Sena- 
tor Taft, with evident relish, 
read them to the subcommit- 
tee from old newspapers, and 
their own press. 


Also, of course, for the scope 
of the senator’s triumph—which 
was by a majority of 431,000— 
some note must be taken of 
the caliber of his opponent, 
State Senator Joe Ferguson, 
who also was in the cast of more 
than a score who were called 
by the Senate committee. Joe 
Ferguson became the fall guy 
when outstanding Democratic 
state leaders, including Gov. 
Frank Lausche, refused to go 
into the arena for their party 
in the admittedly tough bout 
with Senator Taft. 

Why they hesitated, beyond 
the natural disinclination to 
take on so formidable a fellow 
as the senator, was perhaps ex- 
plained aptly also by Mr. Taft, 
who pointed to a very obvious 
fact of practical party politics 
and the law of political sur- 
vival, of which organized labor 
didn’t take sufficient account. 

This was the fear among oOr- 
ganization Democrats that their 
party in Ohio might be taken 
over by labor, as had happened 
to a degree in neighboring 
Michigan. Judging from the 
result, that undoubtedly damp- 
ened the ardor »f organization 
leaders. This country is not yet 
ripe—if it ever will be—for a 
labor party, statewide or na- 
tional. Labor should have 
learned that from its Ohio ex- 
perience. 


The result of all the noise 
created by labor in it cam- 
paign against the senator, serv- 
ing to make him a martyr, re- 
acted to stir up intense fervor 
among the people of Ohio on 
his behalf. That’s natural hu- 
man reaction. The impression 
was created that some big mon- 
ster was out to gobble up one 
of their own, so he became, 
somewhat out of character, 
“Our Bob.” That’s happened 
before in other states. Labor 
should have recalled the time 
it occurred on its biggest scale 
so far, which was President 
Roosevelt’s abortive “purge” 
campaign against Democrats in 
the 1938 primaries which failed 


so dismally. 


It was still as a martyr that 
Senator Taft came before the 
Senate subcommittee. He in- 
sisted that his campaign man- 
agers had to spend so much 
money because of labor's cam- 
paign against him, that it was 
necessary to offset what he 
called, with a straight face, “a 
sinister conspiracy .designed to 
punish me for my legislative 
activities in the United States’ 
Senate.” It all sounded like an 
echo from the campaign stump. 

A heap of money, truly, was 
spent for him, many times that 
spent by labor, which fell short, 
in this, as in other campaign 
boasts so widely publicized. 
The total reported for the Re- 
publican state campaign was 
$1,804,000, as compared with 
$290,000 for the Democratic 
state campaign.

Mother ‘and Unborn Child 
Equally Precious, Pope Says 


VATICAN CITY, Nov. 28—(#)—A statement by Pope Pius XII 
made public Wednesday says the life of a mother and that of her 
unborn child are equally precious in the view of the Roman Catholic 


Church. 

The child may not be directly 
killed to save the life of the 
mother: nor the mother to save 
that of the child, the Pope said. 

But a future mother urgently 
requiring aid may undergo an 
operation or other medical treat- 
mént which, as an indirect con- 
sequence, might cause the death 
of her unborn child, he said. 

The Pontiff emphasized that, in 
a speech. he made to Italian ob- 
stetricians Oct. 29, he declared the 
“direct killing’ of an unborn baby 
to save the mother’s life is not 
permissible. 


BRINGS CRITICISM 


The speech was sharply criti-. 
cized in some Protestant quarters. ' 
The Church of England newspaper, 
termed “inhuman, callous and 
cruel” the Pontiff's pronounce- 
ment that a child could not be sac-' 
rificed to save the life of the 
mother. 

The Pope's latest discourse on 
the subject was given in a special

Miss Reckmeyer’s sponsor, 
United Church Women, a na- 
tional organization of Protes- 
tant women, takes _ strong 
stands on UN activities. 

It supports UNICEF, a chil- 
dren’s relief fund. Her organ- 
ization urges members to send 
their views on universal ar- 
mament to our UN delegates. 
The UN’s technical assistance 
program is enthusiastically 
backed by the church women. 

“Our church missionaries act 
as advisors to UNESCO, the 
UN committee that gives edu- 
cational, social, cultural aid to 
relief areas,” she reports. 

The UN’s world health com- 
mittee also-gets leadership and 
advice from church mission 
boards. 

Operating from the United 
Church Women’s headquarters, 
156 Fifth Ave., Miss Reck- 
meyer is also a contributing 
editor to “The Church Wom- 
en,” national publication of the 
organization. She travels over 
the country to interpret the 
work of the United Nations to 
church women. She is in At- 
lanta for the Southeastern in- 
terchurch convocation meeting 
at St. Luke’s Episcopal Church.

Why Not Try 
To Improve

Fashion continues to accent 
the bosom. But since this part of 
the figure differs more than any 
other, it is utterly absurd for 
fashion to imply there is a set 
beauty standard for this meas- 
urement. The woman who nat- 


urally has a broad, full bosom 
couldn't possibly have a small 
one. And the woman with a 
normally small bust couldn't 
develop full curves. 

Regardless of what happens 

to be the style, normally the bust 
may be broad and flat, or broad 
and full, or it may be high and 
round, or long and narrow. The 
size of the bust depends prima- 
rily on the glands. 
, The girl with the underde- 
veloped bust seems to be the 
one most concerned. Here are 
the factors to check: First, 
weight... for bringing weight 
up to healthy normal will make 
an important contribution to this 
measurement. However, not only 
increased nutrition is needed, 
but better nutrition, including 
tissue-building proteins, and 
regulating minerals and vita- 
mins. The daily menus should 
include a quart of whole milk, 
one or two eggs, a liberal serv- 
ing of meat with liver twice a 
week; plenty of green and yel- 
low vegetables and good bread 
and butter with each meal.

diet, that is, a diet adequate in 
all nutrition essentials, will 
bring her weight to normal and 
improve the bust. In fact, the 


only way to lessen the size of | 


the bust is to reduce weight. 


What part does exercise play | 


in reducing this measurement? 


None, as far as actual reducing | 


goes, for the breast is not com- 
posed of muscle tissue. However, 
this part of the figure is sup- 
ported by powerful pectoral 


muscles which lie just under- | 
neath the breasts. These muscles | 


spread fanwise across each side 
of the chest with the handle of 
the fan inserted into the upper 


arm, which gives the exercise | 


cue. 

The sagging tendency is 
usually caused by lack of tone 
in the supporting muscles. Of 
course, the sagging can be great- 
ly aggravated by excess fat de- 


posited there. Exercise will help |

Wife Reports Model Husband Hates 5

DEAR S.-N.: By and large, the conjugal difficulty highlights 
Milt as the principal and active disturber of family peace. He is a 
compulsive neurotic character, obviously; so hag-ridden by uncon- 
scious pressure of anxiety, hostility and resentment (ingrained by 
early distress), that he cannot relax when opportunity presents 
itself: hence he is allergic to easy-going behavior in you—his alter 
ego or better self. 

However, your tender susceptibility to his nagging, and your 
spontaneous assumption that his displeasure means you are at 
fault, suggests that you brought to marriage a.chronic problem of 
defensiveness, or inferiority feelings, in dealing with the masculine 
viewpoints. Thus your reference to self-sacrificing parents, and 
a large family of brothers all professionally trained, takes on in- 
structive significance, especially as you dropped out of college to 
marry beneath yourself. 

The general drift of your experience indicates that you got only 
the tag-ends of parental love and interest, in competition with 
much-admired brothers; and in consequence, failed to develop the 
basic self esteem that enables one to recognize and disregard un- 
sound criticism. Outwardly you are enterprising, resourceful and 
self reliant to a degrée that invites Milt’s dependency. But inwardly 
you involuntarily feel that his judgment carries more weight than 
your preference in a disputed matter—I suppose because you were 
conditioned to “look up to” or give away to your brothers’ claims- 
to-importance in the family scale of value, years ago. 

Now for advice: You can’t “make” Milt happy. You and he 
can only share what you are individually. And you cannot 1m- 
prove the marriage by catering to his neurotic rant, which will 
become more tyrannical as time goes on, if he fails to treat the 
source, within himself. On the contrary, it may be helpful if you 
indirectly emphasize the irrational quality of his carping, by steadily 
refusing to yield to it. What you should do is balance your own 
performance—by respecting your own worth, accepting your casual 
pace as part of your character, and recognizing the folly and futility 
of trying to “satisfy” a compulsive critic.

Trivialities aside, there are 
three serious ailments which 
command ‘all my sympathy be- 
cause I have suffered from all 
of them and suffered alone, 
without the comfort and aid I 
can now offer for two of them. 
The two which are amenable to 
simple treatment are examina- 
tion jitters and stage fright. The 
malady for which I have been 
unable to find even a palliative 
is nostalgia. I could tell you 
about spells of homesickness I 
have had within two or three 
hours of home, that would make 
you laugh, perhaps. But please 
don't tell me if you are home- 
sick—I can’t stand it. 

Examination jitters and stage 
fright are just two names for 
the same ailment — anxiety, 
worry, fear. . 

For the prevention of either 
stage fright or examination jit- 
ters one should begin say three 
weeks before the ordeal taking 
a tablet of thiamine (Bl) and 
quinine three times daily after 
food. Each tablet, designed for 
this purpose, contains a milli- 
gram of thiamine and about a 


grain of quinine. 


Prophylactic use of quinine 
alone has been praised for years 
by persons subject to stage 
fright or examination jitters. 

More recently it has been 
pretty well shown by experi- 
ments on various groups of stu- 
dents booping the intake of Bl 
to the optimal level improves 
mental work — both ability to 
study or concentrate and the 
faculty of memory. Hence the 
~ ere. of thiamine (vitamin 

1). 

Groups of students receiving 
an optimal daily ration of thia- 
mine over a period of many 
weeks or the entire school term 
consistent did better class work.
